2. Applicants amendment is not entered because the proposed amendment would 
require new search and consideration. By amending the claims after-final Applicant has 
changed the scope of the claimed invention. Prior to the after-final amendment, the 
invention was directed to a method of treating a patient suffering from a neuromuscular 
condition comprising administering botulinum toxin A in combination with any of the 
botulinum toxin serotypes consisting serotypes A, B, C, D,E, F or G. Claims as 
amended with the submission of the after-final are directed to a method of treating a 
patient suffering from a neuromuscular condition comprising administering botulinum 
toxin A in combination with only botulinum toxin serotypes B and E. For example, 
administering to a patient a combination of botulinum toxin serotypes A and B or a 
combination of botulinum toxin serotypes A and E. The claims as amended would 
required that new art rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) to be made. 

Since Applicant's arguments are predicated on an amendment not made of 
record, said arguments are deemed non-persuasive.
